German Program Goes Kaputt

During his first presidential cam- 
paign, Barack Obama infamously said, 
“People cling to their guns or religion.” 
Had Obama substituted “people” for Bos- 
ton Latin School and “guns or religion” 
for tradition, he would have been on the 
nose. 

Since 1870, BLS has offered German 
as an elective for rising eighth graders. A 
few weeks ago, however, news broke that 
the class would no longer be offered due 
to budget cuts and insufficient enrollment. 
The loss of a foreign language ushered in 
mixed reviews from members of the BLS 
community. 

Spanish and German language teach- 
er, Jennifer Kuchta, knows the value of 
German in modern times. “Right now, all 
important financial decisions in Europe are 
led by Germany. If anybody wants to get 


involved in successful, international world- 
wide companies, it’s the language to take.” 
Furthermore, when it comes to college 
applications, German is a one-way ticket 
to standing out among fellow applicants. 
“Colleges, especially Ivy Leagues, look at a 
student’s language abilities. German makes 
students stand out even more. It says that 
that students are motivated and genuinely 
interested,” Ms. Kuchta adds. 

“As a parent, I feel it’s a mistake,” 
says Margret Wood, mother of a rising 
eighth grader, who was recently informed 
that her daughter could no longer take 
German next school year. “Germany is 
a powerhouse in terms of green think- 
ing and big industry, and there are so 
many opportunities in which the school 
could benefit. More than that, it is a 
loss of a more diverse education for the 
students.” 

The reactions among students varied. 
Patrick O’Grady (II), a seventeen year- 


old, sees the cut as practical. “If no one’s 
going to take it, then we shouldn’t have 
it. It’s a waste of time and money.” Still 
others, like fourth year German student, 
Michaela Harrington (II), seventeen, have 
experienced firsthand the benefits of 
studying German. Michaela had no prior 
German experience before eighth grade, 
and was recently awarded the American 
Association of Teachers of German / 
Padagogischer Austauschdienst (AATG/ 
PAD) Study Award Trip, which includes 
a trip to Nuremberg all expense paid 
for by the German government over t 
he summer of 2012, for winning the Na- 
tional German Exam (NGE). BLS has been 
a dominant force in the NGE, this year 
honoring eight students who placed above 
the 90 percentile. 

“Because of the German classes at 
BLS, I felt well prepared going to Germany 
and came back nearly fluent,” shares Mi- 
chaela. “German is underrated, and it’s just 


as valuable as Spanish or Italian. Taking 
the classes at school gave me confidence 
and opportunities I would never have had 
otherwise.” 

There is irrefutable value in a

the younger, who has taught first-year 


well-rounded education. Dr. 


German for years, wishes there was a 
better solution. “I would try to have 
as many languages represented as pos- 
sible. Why not accept everyone who 
enrolled, including rising juniors and 
kids who put German as a second op- 
tion?” 

After Boston Latin Academy’s Ger- 
man classes were cut a few years back 
because of funding, BLS became the only 
Boston Public School to offer German as 
a foreign language. The loss of first-year 
German studies represents a loss to the 
entire system, and could lead to permanent 
damage for the curriculum in the eyes of 
many German enthusiasts. 
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Death Row For Boston Bomber?

Boston-bomber suspect Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev made quite the splash in 
the media two months ago, when he 
waited out the citywide lockdown 
hidden 
backyard. His time in the nation’s spot- 


in a boat in a Watertown 
light, however, is not over. Now in the 
process of recovering from injuries sus- 
tained during an altercation with police, 
Tsarnaev has begun preparing for his 
trial. Because the homemade explosives he 
and his now-deceased brother, Tamerlan, 
used during the marathon are considered 
weapons of mass destruction, Tsarnaev’s 
crime is seen as an attack on the coun- 
try, and is being tried in a federal court. 
This means that he can be issued the 
death sentence, although it is illegal in 
Massachusetts. Using a weapon of mass 
destruction to commit murder is a crime 
federally punishable by death. This adds 
a whole new layer to the ongoing saga 
that has been the grounds for controversial 
ethical debate. 


Negotiations are still in what CNN 
calls “very preliminary” stages, and Tsar- 
naev may be spared death row if he 
cooperates with investigators. A judicial 
spokesman confirms that the court has not 
yet decided which penalty to consider. A 
Washington Post poll, nevertheless, shows 
that seventy percent would support the 
death sentence for Tsarnaev, with twenty- 
seven percent opposed. Supporters claim 
that issuing the death sentence would 
deter future criminals. Many are so ap- 
palled by the severity of Tsarnaev’s crime 
that they consider death a deserving 
punishment. 

The ethics of punishing murder, 
however, with more violence has greatly 
concerned others. “Hate cannot drive out 
hate; only love can do that,” says Kristen 
Fields (III), quoting Martin Luther King. 
“He needs to be punished for what he 
has done, but death is not the answer. 
[He needs to] reflect and be truly sorry,” 
she adds. 

Both of these arguments make 
tougher the task of the jury, which may 
or may not be burdened with this decision. 


Mr. Giordano

Final exams are approaching, and 
lots of stress marks this last month 
of school for Boston Latin School stu- 
dents. So who better to talk to than 
Mr. Giordano, better known as Gio, a 
man who has survived 35 years and 
counting in the BLS world as a stu- 
dent, a faculty member and a coach. 
Gio’s job is in the student support 
field—he manages Saturday Success 
School, MCAS testing administration, 
after-school tutoring and the college 
resource center among other duties. 
He also coaches football, basketball 
and JV hockey. What makes him most 
relatable, however, is his own BLS 
experience, dating all the way back to 
1978 when he first entered as a sixie. 

Gio refers to his BLS experience 
as the “7-year plan’—that is, he re- 
peated the eighth grade, largely due to 
troubles with Latin. That, however, did 
not stop him from being a three-sport 
athlete (football, hockey and baseball), 
and his senior class vice president. 
Gio recalls the harsh environment of 
BLS “back in the day,” and marvels 
at how much more accommodating 
our school has become. Under former 
headmaster, Mr. Contempassis, stu- 
dents were welcomed at the opening 
assembly with, “look to your left, look 
to your right, two of you won’t be 
here upon graduation.” But times have 


changed, and for the better: Gio now 
helps run the support programs that 
have mitigated this “sink or swim at- 
titude,” programs he says he wished 
BLS had in 1978. Now we have a much 
friendlier philosophy, he explains, “if 
you're smart enough to get in, you're 
smart enough to stay in.” Furthermore, 
he wants students to know that they 
should “recogniz[e] that [they] have a 
problem,...get help immediately and 
not wait until the next report card ...or 
until [they] get punished at home,” be- 
cause BLS has an abundance of people, 
including guidance counselors, teach- 
ers, coaches and club advisors, who are 
willing to help. Despite these “great 
programs” that have already proven 
effective in supporting struggling 
students and reducing BLS’s dropout 
rates, Gio knows that Latin school still 
has room for improvement. He consid- 
ers the school’s “landlocked location” a 
concern, as it inhibits the construction 
of parking lots and athletic facilities. 
“We have to bus our swim team all 
over the place...our hockey team has to 
travel, everybody has to travel... and 
I would change that... so we could 
have things like more room to build a 
library instead of redoing our dining 
hall and moving [it] to the football 
field,” he remarks. 

As dedicated as he is to BLS, 
however, Gio has not always been in 
education. After studying sports medi- 
cine in college and earning a degree 
in athletic training, he worked his way 
up to being an environmental health 
and safety engineer at a Fortune 500 
company. When he was offered a job 
at BLS, however, he gladly accepted, 
calling it a “breath of fresh air” to 
be back. “I just want people to know 
that I’ve consciously made a choice to 
be here,” he says, “and it’s because of 
the staff members, the students, my 
colleagues in guidance, just everybody 
associated with the Latin school.” He 
likes helping the students, and he 
can relate to the struggles many of 
us face as we transition from being a 
“big fish in a small pond” to a “more 
challenging atmosphere.” “As much 
as I enjoyed working in those jobs 
in my previous lives,” Gio says, “I 
wouldn’t give this up for anything. 
I love this.” 


Teacher Spotlights 
Dr. Carroll the Elder 


Under the rules of Guided Discretion, ju- 
ries must weigh two sets of factors: aggra- 
vating factors, which include prior felony 
convictions and the manner in which 
the crime in question was committed, 
and mitigating factors, such as emotional 
distress, mental illness, or other dynamics 
outside of the defendant’s control that 
could partially explain his actions. Out of 
the two hundred and fifteen life-or-death 
cases that have been determined by juries, 
seventy-two criminals have been sentenced 
to death (about thirty-three percent). 
Luckily for Tsarnaev, Judy Clarke, 
a “miracle worker” of almost legend- 
ary fame in the world of criminal 
defense, has joined his legal team. 
She specializes in defendants who f 
ace life sentences, including among her 
successes a woman who drowned her 
two children, the “Unabomber” who sent 
letter bombs to airports and universities 
and the Atlanta Olympics bomber. All of 
these criminals were spared the death 
sentence and given life sentences instead. 
Based on ethical and political grounds, 
Clarke opposes the death penalty, and 


hopes to avoid it for Tsarnaev, whose act 
of terrorism is proclaimed “not a jihadi 
defense,” by fellow defense attorney Alan 
Dershowitz. Rather than follow the path 
of other terrorists before him, this client 
does not want to die. “[He is] not going 
to say, ‘I want to die, I want to join my 
brother,” Dershowitz states in his inter- 
view with Slate. 

Clarke hopes the verdict will not be 
determined by a jury, despite their ten- 
dency to vote against the death penalty. 
“The first step to losing a capital case is

picking a jury,” she advises in a profile 
for the Daily Beast. Instead, she will most 
likely negotiate with the government by 
offering access to Tsarnaev, and portray 
her client in a more humanizing way dur- 
ing the trial, according to CNN analyst 
Jeffrey Toobin. 

The path the prosecution will 
take remains to be seen: as of now, 
nothing is definite, even the punish- 
ment at stake. All we can do is wait, 
and hope that the perpetrator of such 
a heinous crime so close to home will 
get the punishment he deserves.

When you think of people who 
have had a lasting impression on Boston 
Latin School, few figures compare to the 
well-known, well-dressed Dr. George Car- 
roll the Elder. Dr. 
personality and vast knowledge of the 
world has had a visible effect on the BLS 
community ever since he first walked 


Carroll’s charismatic 


through the school’s doors as a sixie on 
September 22, 1955. 

Carroll describes his experiences at 
Latin as very different from what students 
are accustomed to nowadays. The school 
was all boys, with a mandatory suit and 
tie uniform to match. Following his gradu- 
ation, he enlisted in the Marine Corps 
after attending Dartmouth College. He 
taught for six years at Hyde Park High 
School before returning in 1980 to relay 
his experiences and life changing lessons 
back to the school community as a Latin 
professor. 

“I can walk into a room and usually 
it’s funny when there are young kids like 
sixies and I can look at them for three or 
four seconds and boom they’re silent. Six- 
ies are precious young people,” Dr. Carroll 
stated when referring to his experiences 
with students over the years. Some may 
interpret Dr. Carroll’s stone-faced stares 
and quick hallway remarks as intimidat- 
ing. He sincerely cares for all the students, 
however, and wishes the best for their 


academic careers, all while ice-skating 
and denouncing Nixon’s presidency in 
his spare time. 

Much has changed over the past 50 
years since Dr. Carroll graduated, the most 
important being the admission of girls to 
school, he says. Previously, there had been 
Girls' Latin and Boston Latin School for 
boys, which warranted a stronger push for 
communal interactions between the two, 
resulting in much more extravagant and 
heightened importance in social school 
events. 

Dr. Carroll describes how the quint- 
essential quality of prom has deteriorated 
over the years, seeing as proms used to 
feature live orchestras, lavish decorating 
and of course a much different style of 
dance that greatly varies from today's 
popular dances such as “the twerking” 
and “those crunk shenanigans.” 

Dr. Carroll’s personality is unlike 
that of any other educator, which results 
in the transmission of a more personal 
and memorable educational escapade. He 
routinely takes his students out of both 
the Latin and modern world when he 
creates lessons that “interconnect both, 
not segment them.” Carroll went on 
to describe his ideology: “We intercon- 
nect what we can learn from earlier 
times and from the present that which 
is integratable with our society.” This s 
tatement combines a sense of present 
awareness and appreciation for the past 
and shows the importance of a delicate 
balance of the two. 

Whether it be political conversa- 
tions about the Republican primaries or 
what Lady Gaga is going to wear to the 
Grammy’s, Dr. Carroll always has a way 
to captivate his class and truly bring the 
Latin language back to life. Whether dis- 
cussing ties to the past or issues of the 
present, he continuously evokes a new 
perspective and allows students to enjoy 
learning in the midst of the process. 

Now, a year later, I can no longer 
decline certain Latin verbs or translate 
the firsthand account of the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius, but I can remember the 
staggering effect that Dr. Carroll had on 
me and the effect he has had on every 
other student he encounters. He makes it 
his duty to aid us to strive to be the best 
students and people we can be, leaving 
behind a legacy of good deeds and good 
SAT scores.

The Oil Pipeline is Key

Once again, America is consumed in 
a polarizing debate over whether or not 
the country should accept the proposed 
Keystone XL oil pipeline. The Keystone 
oil pipeline is a pipeline system designed 
to transport the oil sands bitumen from 
Canadian and North American crude re- 
serves to refineries in the Gulf Coast of 
Texas. There are several phases included 
in the project. Currently, two phases 
are now in operation with a third from 
Oklahoma to the Texas Gulf Coast under 
construction. The controversial fourth 
phase, the Keystone XL oil pipeline, 
would begin in Hardisty, Alberta and ex- 
tend 1,179 miles to Steele City, Nebraska. 
If the fourth phase were to pass, it would 
create two sections of expansion. First, 
it would connect Cushing, Oklahoma, 
which contains an abundance of oil, with 
the Gulf Coast of Texas, which contains 
an abundance of oil refineries. Secondly, 
a new section from Alberta to Kansas 
would be created, passing through east- 
ern Montana and western North Dakota 
where oil extraction is currently booming, 
and would take some of the crude oil for 
transport. Although many idealists would 
argue otherwise, it is imperative for so- 
ciety to approve the pipeline in order to 
further promote American prosperity. 

If the Keystone oil pipeline were 
not, in fact, approved, we would be reject- 
ing North America’s advancement toward 
energy independence. Currently, 30 
percent of our oil comes from the 
Middle East. there could be 
more, since some of our major oil 


In fact, 


companies like Shell and Exxon get 
their oil from the Middle East. If this 
proposition is passed, however, North 
America would reduce its dependence 
on Middle Eastern Oil and would 


increase access to energy from our 
allies, Canada and Mexico, to 75 per- 
cent of America’s daily consumption, 
compared with the 70 percent now. 
Additionally, by holding down gas prices, 
the pipeline would create a more ideal 
environment for consumers to thrive 
in. After all, it is certainly no mystery 
how expensive a gallon of oil is nowa- 
days. 

Furthermore, safety and economic 
stimulus is also heavily associated 
with the building of the pipeline. The 
Hoeven-Lugar-Vitter amendment autho- 
rizes TransCanada (the company building 
the Keystone Oil Pipeline) to construct 
and operate the pipeline from Alberta, 
Canada to the Gulf Coast, allowing an 
extra 830,000 barrels of oil to be trans- 
ported to refineries per day. The passing 
of the Keystone XL oil pipeline will take 
off as many as 500 trucks from the road. 
This is a win-win situation for produc- 
ers, state revenues and most importantly, 
safety on Western highways. Since 
the majority of the pipeline is made in 
the United States, it would create more 
jobs to stimulate our less-than-ideal 
economy. 

If this proposition is not passed, 
the Keystone XL Oil Pipeline will still 
be built, except the Canadian oil would 
There 
would be no creation of new jobs for 


not enter Southern refineries. 


American workers and there would be no 
decrease in American dependency on less- 
stable parts of the world for oil. Instead, 
the oil would be sent to China, where 
it would be carried on large oil tank- 
ers, creating more carbon emissions, and 
processed at facilities with less protec- 
tive environmental safeguards. All in all, 
with such enormous benefits that the 
pipeline will bring, it would be naive and 
sophomoric to reject such a monumental 
proposal.

Shooting for Success

With superior abilities on the court, 
field or rink, come special privileges—and 
lower academic requirements. Although 
it is not a fantasy that students can excel 
both on and off the playing field, stu- 
dent-athletes are usually not as success- 
ful academically because of the amount 
of time they spend exercising. A new 
rule that requires the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association (NCAA) Division 
I students to meet more demanding 
admissions requirements is a step 
forward for student-athletes and their 
colleges. 

The NCAA currently demands that 
student-athletes earn a minimal 2.0 GPA 
and a combined SAT score in Critical 
Reading and Math of 1010 for eligibil- 
ity. Other possible combinations include 
a 2.3 GPA with a 900 SAT score and a 
2.5 GPA with an 820 SAT score—higher 
GPAs require lower SAT scores, and 
vice-versa. Beginning in August 2, 2016, 
a minimum GPA of 2.3, coupled with a 
1080 SAT score is necessary for students 
to compete, with eligibility based on a 
similar sliding scale. The NCAA will still 
demand from student-athletes a 2.0 GPA 
with a 1020 SAT score in order to receive 
financial aid and to practice, but it is 
the ability to participate in games that 
drives them. These new qualifications are 
beneficial to both the colleges and the 
student-athletes. 

The gap in SAT scores for student- 
athletes and non-athletes will gradually 
narrow. The NCAA is reassuring that 
these student-athletes will be treated 
more like students and less like celebri- 
ties. They will have to meet academic 
requirements similar to, if not the same 
as, those of their classmates. The NCAA 
will be promoting equality for all students 


as well as encouraging student-athletes 
to obtain their degrees, especially in case 
they fail to realize their dreams of play- 
ing professional sports. 

By setting higher standards for its 
student-athletes, the NCAA is improving 
the chances for them to succeed both 
on the playing field and in the class- 
room. It is no mystery that most athletes 
would rather spend time playing sports 
than studying, and maintaining the 
considerably low eligibility requirements 
would harm their academic pursuits. 
These requirements would encourage 
their success in the classroom, along with 
their success outside of it. Regardless of 
how well they excel in sports, student- 
athletes are always students first, and 
athletes second. 

If it seems like a win-win scenario 
for both the NCAA and students, why has 
the NCAA not instituted harsher criteria 
for student-athletes? Part of this is be- 
cause our culture values athletic aptitude 
and recognizes sports as a crucial part 
of our lives, whereas intellect is often 
accepted as an ordinary strength. 

We can expect from these changes 
an increase in graduating student-athletes, 
greater appreciation among Americans for 
While 
fans may at first despise the higher re- 


brainpower, and outraged fans. 


quirements for GPAs and SAT test scores 
for student-athletes to compete, over time 
they will develop a greater appreciation 
for stricter guidelines calling for deter- 
mination in the classroom. The NCAA 
rightfully demands more interest in its 
academic programs to expand students’ 
potentials; it is up to the student-athletes 
to focus more on their studies and to 
add to their knowledge so that they can 
enjoy a rewarding life, whether it be in 
professional sports or in a college field 
of study. The higher standards set by the 
NCAA will help them do just that.

I also realized, however, 
that Army Specialist Christopher R. Drake was probably tired the morn- 
ing of May 26, 2013, and I am sure Army Sergeant Eugene M. Aguon 
could have been doing many other things on May 16, 2013. Not know- 
ing they would die on those days but knowing that they could, they 
picked themselves up and fought for the land I live on, as they did 
so many days before, and never would again. In my opinion, the very 
least I can do to honor their memories and the country that they died 
for, and that I live in, is to pick myself up for fifteen seconds when 
the voice from the PA system asks me to say the Pledge of Allegiance. 
I think that the school is doing the right thing by having us say the 
Pledge of Allegiance in homeroom every morning, and I think that 
students in all public schools should say the Pledge of Allegiance every 
morning. Then again, you are perfectly free to disagree. 


While frantically copying that assignment you forgot about, 
tranquilly sleeping or simply staring into space, you may have been 
confused, annoyed (if you were sleeping) or exuberant when students 
were told to stand up and say the Pledge of Allegiance. Not wanting to 
seem unpatriotic, you stood up and said the Pledge like a good Ameri- 
can should. You were, however, not looking at the flag, which is the 
convention. Instead, you scanned the class and assessed the patriotism 
of your fellow peers based on their participation in the daily ritual. To 
be fair, most people did not bother looking at Old Glory either. The 
Pledge was written in 1892 by Francis Bellamy, a Christian socialist, at 
a time when the spirit of patriotism and nationalism was flickering in 
the United States. The Pledge of Allegiance is a representation of all that 
our country has experienced throughout the years. 

So why should we not partake in this unifying Pledge? Most people 
are under the impression that the Pledge always had the words “under 
God” and now those pesky atheists are coming to take it out. The Pledge 
we are requested to recite has been altered from its original form. When 
and why did this happen? Was the original not good enough? In the 
1950s, there was a small problem: our Pledge of Allegiance could be said 
by a child in Moscow, word for word. How did we make the Pledge of 
Allegiance unutterable by those godless “commies’? We shoved in two 
words where they do not belong, destroyed the Pledge’s rhythm and 
made it religious. This is stupid. It is also flat out unconstitutional to ask 
a child to say the words “under God.” The first amendment is elegantly 
written; there is no wiggle room. Congress may make no law favoring a 
religious establishment. In 1954, Congress officially recognized “under God” 
in the Pledge of Allegiance over 60 years after it was originally written 
and nearly 200 years after our Founding Fathers worked to establish a 
nation where the church and state are kept separate. 

The Pledge, with roots tracing back to malicious fears about racial, 
ethnic and religious contamination that Americans thought immigration 
would bring, is not only hackneyed and outdated, but also brings with 
it a lasting souvenir of our country’s discrimination against immigrants. 
Bellamy’s “my flag” was modified to “the flag of the United States of 
America” during the 1920s as a result of suspicions that immigrants 
might rebelliously interpret the flag as a reference to the flag of their 
homeland. It carries with it acute memories of xenophobia and bigotry, 
of biased exclusion of the Irish, Germans and Chinese immigrants who 
were denied jobs and even basic freedoms on the basis that they were 
non-American and not “under God.” 

We live in a country where we say that we are proud to be 
Americans, the best in the world and unbelievably grateful for soldiers 
“fighting for our freedom.” Just like a fancy resume, what is easy to put 
into words and make a moving speech about is nowhere near reality. It 
is superfluous for one to walk around and conjure up patriotic thoughts 
every single day. Although the Pledge of Allegiance is so ingrained into 
our minds, its meaning could not be any vaguer. The very line “I pledge 
allegiance to the flag” is equivocal. Am I confirming my identity as a US. 
citizen, or am I promising that I will become a responsible and engaged 
member of the community? Either way, both are unnecessary; a good 
fraction of those who say the Pledge are not even citizens, and those 
who are do not need daily reminders of how nationalistic they should 
be. As the course of history has shown, it is essential that we as a nation 
do not get so caught up in our nationalistic fervor that we are willing 
to trample both constitutional and natural rights in order to do what 
is deemed “American.” This blind patriotic mentality evokes images of 
a fascist regime—one that fosters a society in which citizens bow down 
to the government like sheep. All in all, it is important to note that this 
is 2013: a time in which America is neither threatened by international 
Communists nor foreign militaries. Any excessive outward displays of 
patriotism will do more harm than good to America’s future.

The days when glasses were com- 
monly portrayed to be dorky and nerdy 
may soon be meeting their much-desired 
end as more and more people of the digital 
age sacrifice their eyes to long hours in 
front of computer screens. Indeed, Google 
has already jumped on this trend by mak- 
ing glasses that have a built-in computer: 
enter Google Glass. 

Google Glass, developed by Google 
under the Project Glass research and 
development project, aims to provide a 
huge step in ubiquitous computers, sport- 
ing a high-tech display over the right 
lens of the glasses. Headworn displays 
akin to Google Glass, however, are not 
a new idea. Instead, a large amount 
of attention has been poured into this 
primarily due to Google’s involvement in 
this project. Nevertheless, Google has made 
tremendous strides in the development of 
such technologies, such as building lighter

and more efficient models than ones that 
came before. During August 2011, the Glass 
weighed approximately eight pounds, 
while now it is lighter than an average 
pair of sunglasses. According to some 
Google employees, the Glass was initially 
projected to be available to the public by 
the end of 2012 at “around the cost of 
current smartphones,” but unfortunately 
this did not appear to be true. As of early 
2013, the Explorer Edition was available 
to testers and Google Input/Output (I/O) 
developers in the United States for 1,500 
dollars, while by the end of 2013 a con- 
sumer version is expected to be released 
for significantly less. 

In its lightweight structure, the 
Glass contains a variety of gizmos that 
will make any super dork drool, featuring 
goodies such as a 16 GB storage, Android 
OS 4.0.4 and higher, 802.11b/g Wi-Fi and 
likely even more in the future. In addition, 
Google Glass also features a fancy voice 
recognition software that lets you dictate 
this next generation eyewear by simply

speaking, allowing you to use features 
such as taking pictures, recording decently 
high-definition videos and answering your 
questions about various subjects at your 
vocal commands. 

Not all is good and well for 
Google Glass, however, with more 
technology coming into play and more 
concerns about issues such as privacy 
and safety for both the user and oth- 
ers. Concerns such as usage of facial 
recognition software on the Glass as w 
ell as recording of individuals without 
their consent have been raised by vari- 
ous sources. Safety concerns regarding 
driving and Google Glassing have also 
been raised, and some, such as West 
Virginia state representative Gary G. 
Howell, have introduced an amendment 
to state law to include the banning of 
“wearable computer with head mounted 
display” in the texting and driving 
policies. Google itself has also taken me 
asures to protect the privacy and safety 
of others, banning the development of 


applications on the Glass that would 
include facial recognition, though inde- 
pendent developers still persist as well as 
pornographic applications. Despite these 
precautions, the Glass is still too much of 
a concern for some—to the point where 
a petition on the White House website 
calls for a nationwide ban on this new 
fancy eyewear until clear limits about 
privacy can be established regarding these 
spectacles. 

So what is the future of Google 
Glass? While it is likely that in a few 
years, light, portable and perhaps head- 
mounted personal computers will be 
widely available and used, privacy and 
safety concerns as well as pessimists may 
delay its growth. A recent Forbes article 
by Karsten Strauss titled “Google Glass: 
A Fashion Failure” gives criticism of the 
Glass reflected in its title, as does a Busi- 
ness Insider article titled, “The Verdict Is 
In: Nobody likes Google Glass.”
